The Stockton Mail has intense 
admiration for the fine personal 
character of Harris Weinstock 
and for the unceasing industry in 
behalf of that gentleman that pa- 
per declares its respect and ad- 
miration. Also it says his busi- 
ness abilities are beyond ques- 
tion. 

But nevertheless the editor of 
the paper at the Slough City is 
in doubt whether Mr. Weinstock 
is the right man to hold the posi- 
tion of state market direetor. He 
questions his ability, and rightly 
too, in this position for the rea- 
son that his viewpoint of the dut- 


ies of the office do not comport 
with the spirit and purpose of the 
law under which he is serving. 
Continuing, the Stockton Mail 
Says: i 


“‘As we remember it, the state 
narket law had its objective free 
markets and state encouragement 
of direct rélations between pro- 
ducer and consumer. The law 
was proposed in order to open a 
market for the farmer, orehardist 
and gardner, free of the middle- 
men’s control; and to enable Cali- 
fornia consumers to buy Califor- 
nia products at reasonable prices. 
It was assumed that by this clos- 
‘ng relationship the producer 
would profit by increased prices 
for his produce, and the consumer 
benefit through the elimination of 
commissions. 

“But Mr. Weinstock has pro- 
duced on an altogether different 
theory, With one or two excep- 
tions, his official acts and efforts 
have been along the lone of secur. 
‘ng larger prices for California 
products—in the East quite as 
much as in California. The Cali- 
‘ornia consumer, life his promised 
‘ree markets, has been lost sight 
of. And wherever Mr. Weinstock 
has attacked the high price of 
products by introducing competi- 
tion, he has been careful to utilize 
the regular channels of trade. 
There hias been no disturbance of 
the intermediary system between
